The project is located north of Federal Boulevard and west of 47th Street in the Ridgeview
neighborhood of Mid-City and the City Heights community in the central portion of the City of
San Diego (Assessor Parcel Numbers 541-611-04-00, 541-611-27-00, 541-611-31-00, 541-611-

Project Description:

On October 20, 2022, MTS adopted Resolution No. 22-14 approving and adopting a Mitigated
Negative Declaration (“MND”) and a Mitigation Monitoring and Reporting Program for the Clean
Transit Advancement Campus Project (“Project”) and approving the Project. MTS and the San Diego
Association of Governments (“SANDAG") will construct the Project, which consists of a new bus
maintenance and charging facility for electric buses, within the central portion of MTS' current and
future operational bus service footprint near the Interstate 805 (I-805)/State Route 94 (SR 94)
interchange in the City of San Diego.

The Project is divided into two portions. The smaller portion of the project site will occur on the
eastern side and includes employee parking and an administration/operation building. The larger

washes, and an operations building. Charging facilities will include up to approximately 250 zero
emission bus electric chargers. The Project will also be designed to achieve LEED certification and
include rooftop solar panels. Access to the Project will be located at up to four driveways along the
Federal Boulevard project frontage. A new traffic signal will be installed at the western-most site
driveway.

The existing nine buildings on project site will be demolished to make way for the new bus division
facility. The existing buildings consist of a variety of one- to two-story structures, some of which are
occupied by industrial uses that will be relocated. Construction of the Project is estimated to begin in
mid-2024 and take approximately 18 months to complete, for a projected opening year of 2026.

The Project is a joint effort between MTS and SANDAG. MTS will acquire the necessary property
(phase one) and SANDAG will build the new facility (phase two). MTS will own and operate the
Project. As the agency with the principal responsibility for carrying out the first phase of the Project
and the agency that acted first on the Project, MTS is the lead agency for the Project under the
California Environmental Quality Act.
